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Faculty members flirt with symbolic strike

CSUS’ Faculty Senate may go on strike if 
President Donald Gerth fails to answer questions 
about the senate’s role in university governance. 

“My sense is that if we do not push to the limit 
and stand by principle, nothing will change, and 
all the time we spend in formulating policy and 
providing our best advice will be wasted,” wrote 
senate member Juanita Barrena, author of a reso- 
lution calling for the suspension of all regular

senate business. 

The strike — proposed in an e-mail message to 
senate members — would not affect professors’ 
teaching schedules. 

Barrena suggested the strike after senate mem- 
bers engaged Gerth and Jolene Koester, provost 
and vice president of administrative affairs, in a 
heated exchange at the senate’s March 26 meet- 
ing. The debate centered around the new policy 
for choosing which programs receive Lottery 


the senate in the Lottery fund proposal process — 
condemning the senate for fighting the policy 
change. 

But Barrena argued if decisions of this magni- 
tude are being made without the senate’s advice, 
perhaps the senate’s role should be re-evaluated. 

“It seems that the efforts of the senate chair and 
the senate to affect change in how the administra- 
tion engages in consultation have been to no avail,” 
the biological sciences professor wrote. <

3 nonvoting 
seats added to 
ASI board

In an attempt to expand communication between 
Associated Students Inc., the community and other 
campus groups, ASI voted Wednesday to add three 
ex-officio seats to its board of directors. 


The board voted unanimously to add input from 
Community Affairs and Alumni Relations, but was | 


sharply divided over adding a representaive from 
the residence halls. 

The proposal narrowly passed with Vice Presi- 
dent Shannon Hughes’ yes vote after the initial vote 
ended in a 5-5 tie. 

“We speak for all students on this campus,” said 
ASI President Sandra Schlemmer. “If the students 
in residence halls are not being represented, then 
we are not doing our job.” 

Jennifer Helms, director of Arts and Letters, 
agreed with Schlemmer. 

“There will be no incentive to want to be (Resi- 
dence Hall Director),” added Helms. “The person 
will not be able to vote and would just sit here with

~UTAPS official: Lack of parking spaces not an issue

Responding to what this year’s ASI presi- 
dential candidates are calling CSUS’ biggest 
problem — parking, a university official said 
some candidate solutions are feasable, but the 
problem is a matter of convenience, not spaces. 

“We don’t fill up the campus parking 
spaces. We haven’t since the parking garage 
came on-line in 1992,” said University Trans- 


Nancy Fox. 

Fox responded to the priciples set by ASI 
presidential candidates Gary Davis and Dan 
Freschi, saying University Transportation and 
Parking Services is open to expanding its 
Hornet Shuttle services to the campus com- 
munity. However, to implement the propos- 
als, funds to purchase additional vehicles and 
train new driyers are required, she said. 

Currently, the Hornet Shuttle operates 
three routes with seven buses. 

Four buses are spares when others need 


routine maintenance as well as repairs. 
Freshci, currently Associated Students Inc.’s 
director of undeclared students, wants to ex- 
pand the three routes to take in more area, as 
well as operate the routes more frequently. 

Doubling the frequency of stops from once 
every half-hour to every 15 minutes would 
require twice as many buses as UTAPS has, 
Fox said. She added Davis’ night shuttle as a 
daytime tram would also require an addi- 
tional vehicle. 

“Maintenance would be an issue with one 


vehicle,” she said. “You have to have more 
than just enough for maintenance. There are 
times when we have no extra buses.” 

Fox said if UTAPS were to buy additional 
vehicles, they would use compressed natural 
gas as fuel. The university paid $160,000 for 
its first CPG bus last fall. Added to the costs 
of vehicle purchases would be hiring addi- 
tional drivers, fuel and other standard main- 
tenance costs. 

Davis has also proposed opening the resi- 
dence hall parking lot in front 


of Foley Hall to all students. Davis said the 
lack of cars in the protected parking indicates 
its availability. However, Fox said it was not 
as easy as it might seem. ~ 

“Residence hall occupancy has a lot to do 
with parking lot utilization,” she said. “They 
live here. The rest of us come and go.” 


Fox also said UTAPS uses the Foley Hall 


lot for special event parking. 
Parking lot 2, in front of the Playwrights 
Theater, was used for that purpose, even

(U-WIRE) COLUMBIA, Mo. — Itis hard 
to confuse a person with a global weather 
phenomenon, but that’s exactly what has 
been happening to Californian Al Nino. 

Since El Nifio began changing weather 
patterns around the world last October, Al 
Nino, 75, has received hundreds of phone 
calls from people all over the country asking 
him why he’s wreaking havoc with the 
weather. 

“They want me to stop the rain,” Nino 
said. 

Nino says the funniest call he received 
was from a man who blamed him for taking 
his daughter’s virginity. According to Nino, 
the caller said his daughter and her boyfriend 
were out fora drive when it began raining and 
their car got stuck inthe mud. Unable to get 
help or go back home, the couple decided to

spend the night in the car. 

“He said I took his daughter’s virginity,” 
Nino said. “I told him, ‘I stayed home last 
night, Mister.’” 

There was also a call from a strawberry 
farmer who lives about 20 miles from Nino. 
When he told Nino the weather phenomenon 
was destroying his harvest, Nino promised to 
divert the rains. Three days later, the man 
called back to say the rains had stopped and 
he would bring Nino a carton of strawberries 
when they ripened. 

“I’m still waiting for the strawberries,” 
Nino said. 

Nino said most of the calls have been in 
jest, but there have been a few people who 
were very upset. 

‘Most of the calls have been tongue in 
cheek,” he said. “This is something they 
couldn’t blame on the government, so they 
were just looking for someone to blame it on. 
Some have lost their homes, so they’ re pretty 


upset.” 

Nino said he tries to explain to people 
that neither he nor anyone else had any con- 
trol over their homes being destroyed. 

“J enjoy talking to people,” Nino said. 

There have been some unpleasant expe- 
riences, Nino said, such as people calling at 
4 a.m. But overall, the mix-up has been a 
positive experience. Already Nino has ap- 
peared on “American Journal,” been quoted 
in “Newsweek” and is the subject of an 
upcoming article in “People” magazine. 

He also has been on “nearly every radio 
station in the country,” and he was scheduled 
to appear on both “The Late Show” with 
David Letterman and “The Tonight Show” 
with Jay Leno. 

Leno sent a limousine to drive him from 
his home in Nipomo, Calif., to the studio in 
Los Angeles. But halfway to Los Angeles, 
bad weather, ironically enough, forced the 
limousine to turn around, and Nino was not 


able to appear on the show. 

Letterman flew him and his grandson to 
New York for four days, all expenses paid, 
but the show ran too long and Nino was notii 
able to appear. Still, Nino said it was a 
memorable trip. 

“Mr. Letterman was very nice to me,” 
Nino said. “The whole trip cost me $5.36.” 

Despite his brushes with celebrity, Nino 
says the best part of the entire experience has 
been reconnecting with old friends. After 
serving in the Navy for 33 years, including 
service in World War II, Korea and Vietnam, 
Nino said more than 50 of his ex-shipmates 
have contacted him as aresult of his newfound 
fame. 

“That’s been the most positive thing,” 
Nino said. “We’re starting the process now 
of organizing a reunion.” 

With all the calls Nino has received about 
El Nino, one might expect him to be an 
expert on the phenomenon by now, but that 


is not quite the case. 

“TJ don’t know a thing about it,” he said. 
“T’m not really interested.” 

Nino says he first heard about the reoc- 
curring phenomenon in 1972, when a friend 
of his in Scotland sent him a newspaper 
article with the headline, “El Nifio creates 
havoc in Ethiopia.” 

“T should have known then it would come 
back to haunt me,” Nino said. 

Through it all, Nino has tried to enjoy the 
experience. For a while, he said, he let his 11- 
year-old granddaughter answer the phone, 
and if callers asked her grandfather to change 
the weather, she would ask them, like Santa 
Claus, if they had been good or naughty the 
previous year. 

In the past few weeks, Nino said the calls 
have been less frequent, and with scientists 
predicting the storm will end in May, soon the 
calls should end altogether. 

This is my 15 minutes of fame,” Nino said.

“T-don’t accept failure. I don’t 
know the definition of failure.” 

Larry Johnson Jr. speaks in a 
manner that extends confidence and 
maturity beyond his 20 years. 

“Larry Macc,” aself-proclaimed 
“rapper-tainer,” derives inspirations 
from his struggles and triumphs in 
both life and music. For the past 10 
years, Johnson has entertained 
friends, family and various audi- 
ences with his soulful rap songs. 

The life that Johnson has led has 
been far from easy. It has taken 
countless “hard cuts” along the way. 
Growing up in Oakland, Johnson 
had to deal with many family situa- 
tions and “crap” from false friends. 

According to the articulately 
poised musician, “My music is me, 
and I am my music.” 

Everything Johnson speaks of in 
his songs involves real-life inci- 
dents. They are tales of survival in 
a society filled with spiritual trials, 
hard work and fair weather friends. 

“T take my life and put it into a

Johnson learned from the strong 
structure and tough love of his par- 
ents, Sharon and Larry Johnson Sr., 
that life is what you make it. He 
says that his parents are a big inspi- 
ration in his life and have given him 
the tools to survive as aman as well 
as a rap musician. 

“IT don’t have many other black 
friends who have fathers,” Johnson 
stated rather matter-of-factly. 

“My dad kept me going, and told 
me not to worry when people were 
laughing at me or when life got 
tough,” Johnson confided as he 
toyed with his gold ring. 

“When I was ready to do stupid 
things like crime, my dad sat me 
down and talked with me about the 
consequences of my actions,” he 
explained. 

Johnson knows first hand what it 
is like to be a young man on the 
streets. After he was homeless for a 
short time as a result of being kicked 
out of his home, Johnson developed 


an attitude of “OK, here lam, home- 
less, I guess I'll just suck it in and 
take it like a man. 

“Over the years, my mom has 
kicked me out of the house 32 times 
*cause she said I was bad,” Johnson 
replied mischievously. Apparently, 
he is recovered from his days of high- 
school academic battles, ditching and 
running around in bad company. 

“Music is about paying your 
dues, practice, determination and 
remembering that one of these days, 
you will be recognized as one of the 
best,” he explains proudly. 

Johnson’s music career has been 
inspired by late rap musician Tu Pac 
Shakur and rap sensation Ice Cube, 
who he strives to outlast obviously in 
life and in music stardom. 

One of Johnson’s first demos, 
“Can I Give It To You,” is meant 
for his female populated fans. Ac- 
cording to the young musician, “I 
am popular with the girls, but I can 
honestly say that I’ve never had a 
girlfriend.”

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Men’s volleyball seeks second straight title 


Alumni raise funds for team’s 
trek to championships in Texas

Officials were bribed. Points were 
shaved. And, for once, nobody 
seemed to mind. 

The annual match between the 
Sacramento State men’s club volley- 
ball team and the alumni squad took 
on an added twist last Friday, as the 
two groups made the match a 
fundraiser for the Hornets’ trip to the 
National Collegiate Volleyball Cham- 
pionships later this week. 

New “rules” were installed to help 
the cause — $10 for the adding or 
removing of points, $20 for prevent- 
ing the varsity from blocking, as well 
as anumber of other alumni-friendly 
donations. 

The alumni made the most of the 
opportunity to cheat, winning the first 
two games 15-13, 15-13 and donat- 
ing over $500 to the team’s coffers. 
The varsity won the final two games 
15-2, 15-13 without the hindrance of 
the fundraising. 

“T had fun,” varsity player Norm 
Silliman said. “Tt was kinda different 
having points taken away.” 

Added long-time team supporter 
Ron Grove, “It was a lot of fun to see 
everyone. It’s a traditional thing. 
Everybody heckles and has a good 
time.” 

The Hornets, with the fundraising 
behind them, can now focus on get- 


ting ready for this week’s trip to Aus- 
tin, Texas, where they will attempt to 
repeat as national champions. 

Assistant coach Mark Harrison, 
who was a three-time All-American 
and led the team to its first national 
title in 1995, thinks the team can 
achieve back-to-back titles. 

“These guys are just as good as the 
team that won it last year,” said 
Harrison, who also played a large 
role in setting up the fundraiser. “They 
have a legitimate shot to win it all 
again. 

“Psychologically teams from Cali- 
fornia have an advantage. We usu- 
ally either win or do really well.” 

Sac State’s prime competition is 
likely to come from: UC Berkeley, 
which has knocked off the Hornets 
twice this season, including in the 
Northern California Collegiate Vol- 
leyball League championship match 
two weeks ago. 

The second-ranked Bears won that 
match in three-straight games, and 
will likely move past the top-ranked 
Hornets as the No. 1 team in the 
National Collegiate Volleyball Poll. 

“We all just want to wait for the 
Cal game,” Silliman said. ““We don’t 
want to play those (other) games. 

“We didn’t play well (against the 
Bears in the championship game), 
and we want to see what happens 
when we do play well. If we play well 
and pass the ball we should win.” 





Hornets struggling to take both games in doubleheaders, need sweeps for postseason berth

In a pre-Easter battle in Southern 
California, the Sacramento State soft- 
ball team split a doubleheader with 
Cal State Fullerton on Friday after- 
noon to run its record to 18-19 on the 
year. The Hornets won the first game 
6-3, but fell 4-3 in the second. 

“T'm very happy with the way we 
played,” said headcoach Kathy Strahan. 
“We played with a lot of heart, we 
played like champions. We just 


couldn’t pull out the second victory.” 

Nancy Block went 2 for 3 and 
drove in four RBI to give Amy Barker 
the victory in the opener. 

Down 1-0, the Hornets scored 
twice in the second inning to grab the 
lead when Block drove in Jill Haas on 
a fielder’s choice and Sarah 
Cunningham drove in Lori Mattson 
with a single. The very next inning 
Block dealt the Titans the big blow of 
the game with a bases-clearing three- 
run double, giving the Hornets acom- 
manding 6-1 lead. 


Fullerton was able to get two back 
in the seventh, but Barker forced 
Brenda Iglesias to hit into a game 
ending groundout. 

’ Despite Haas’ sixth home run of 
the season, in the second game, the 
Hornets could not pull out the win to 
complete the sweep. 

Down 4-2 in the seventh, Sac State 
scored once to cut the lead to one run 
when Robin Jury singled in London 
Ray. With the tyingrun on third and the 
go-aheadrun on first, the Titans’ Chrissy 
Hartman forced Jenny O’Leary to 


groundout to end the game. 

The doubleheader marked a return to 
full action for O’ Leary, who had been out 
since March 27 with an injured knee. The 
sophomore catcher showed some rust by 
collecting only one hit on six trips to the 
plate for the day. 

“T couldn’t have picked a better 
way to set up the win for us,” said 
Strahan. “We had the hitter we wanted 
at the plate and the runner we wanted 
at third base; it just didn’t happen.” 

“We need to win both games of 
these doubleheaders the rest of the 


way. Right now we win one and lose 
one; it’s splitsville. One pitcher is on 
one game while the other is off. We 
have to start sweeping as we go 
through the second half of the Big 
West schedule.” 

Stacey Himes paced the Hornets 
with two hits and an RBI in the sec- 
ond game while Kelly Lovato took 
the loss for Sac State. 

The Hornets’ second scheduled 
doubleheader against Long Beach 
State on Saturday was rained out and 
will be made up at a later date.

Five run burst in eighth inning stops

The Sacramento State Hornet 
(17-24) baseball team spent its 
spring break traveling the coast of 
California, finishing 2+2 on a four- 
game road trip that ended in Cal 
Poly San Louis Obispo.

Gerth also voiced his 
disappointment in the lack of a strong 
senate “whose strength is measured by 
its willingness to deal with the funda- 
mental issues.”

The resolution’s author, biological 
sciences professor Juanita Barrena, and 
other senate members are standing up to 
the administration and dealing with what 
they consider a “fundamental” issue — 
their place in university politics. The 
senate wants to know where it sits in the 
hierarchy at CSUS.

What the senate is asking for is 
simple courtesy — that the faculty be 
consulted if changes are to be made 
and that those changes be formal.

True, Provost and Vice President for 
Administrative Affairs Jolene Koester 
apologized for not having written a 
twice-requested letter to the senate ex- 
plaining the changes made to the Lot- 
tery funds proposal process. 

But apologies are only a temporary 
fix. The senate and every other govern- 
ing body at this university needs reas- 
surance that this will not happen again 
— they need reassurance that univer- 
sity policy not be followed only when 
convenient.
